Joey Sanchez is the new UNO Student President/Regent. 

Sanchez defeated Chris Gordon by obtaining 556 votes, to 
Gordon’s 408 votes in the election held Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. 

After learning the results Thursday night, Sanchez took a 
breath of relief and raised his hands in victory. The Criminol- 
ogy books on Sanchez’s table at Applebee’s would have to wait 
while he celebrated. 

But the books won’t be waiting long. “Right now, I plan to 
study for my Criminology exam I have tomorrow,” Sanchez 
later said. 

At the same time Sanchez was celebrating, Gordon wished 
Sanchez well. “I wish Joey the best of luck,” he said. 

Gordon said he was not necesarily looking forward to things 
returning to normal. “Normal is not what I wanted,” he said. “I 
wanted to win... I regret that I didn’t campaign harder.” 

Sanchez also said he felt he could have done more. “1 met 
with more groups during the run-off than during the general 
election,” he said. “But I could have met with more groups and 
organizations on campus, especially the smaller groups.” 

Sanchez said he did not think he would win a run-off elec- 
tion against Gordon. “I didn’t want a run-off election. I wasn’t 
sure if ’d win one over Chris,” he said. 

Now that he has been elected UNO’s Student President/Re- 
gent, Sanchez said he is looking toward the future. “I want to 
work hard to improve the image of UNO,” he said. “First, Pll 
start with working on increasing the image of UNO Student 
Government. To do this, I'll try to increase student involve- 
ment, and create tangible results for students from Student Gov- 
ernment.”

Students 
Granted 
Vote in ‘78?

If Gary DiSilvestro, a UNO alumnus 
and former Gateway editor, is right, 
ILUNO students may have been allowed 
to vote in the student election of 1978. 

DiSilvestro participated in last . 
Friday’s hearing on behalf of ILUNO ~* 
students who are upset because they 
were turned away from the polls in the 
election of Oct. 15-16. The hearing be- 
fore the Student Court was held to for- 
mally hear a complaint filed by former 
Student President/Regent candidate 
Tugba Kalafatoglu. Kalafatoglu con- 
tends that ILUNO students should be al- 


- lowed to yote in.student elections, ___ 


According to the Student Govern- 
ment Constitution, all “enrolled stu- 
dents” are members of the electorate at 
UNO. Kalafatoglu contends that ILUNO 
students fall into this category. 

DiSilvestro agrees. He said he be- 
lieves ILUNO students should be con- 
sidered “enrolled students”. 

ILUNO students are enrolled in a 
non-academic program and, as a result, 
are not included on lists issued by the 
UNO Registrar’s office. Those lists only

Director Takes Leave

Louis Cartier, the long-standing 
director of University Relations has 
taken leave from his duties effective 
Monday, Oct. 13. 

Nancy Castilow, manager of 
Community Relations and Special 
Projects has been named Interim Di- 
rector. 

[Cartier] is on 90 day leave with 
pay right now,” Castilow said. 

Cartier said in a telephone inter- 
view last Monday that this leave is 
something of a respite. 

“This 90 day leave is a time to step 
back, to think about what I want to 
do, what I'd like to do,” he said. 

“My wife and I are enjoying this 
chance to get off the merry-go-round 


and reflect,” Cartier said. 

No official reason has been given 
for Cartier’s leave of absence, and 
both Cartier and the offices of the 
Chancellor and University Relations 
have reserved the right to privacy on 
the matter. 

“Whenever you've got a person- 
nel matter- and I’ve been on the other 
side enough to know in my years 
here- we [UNO] have a lot of respect 
for personal matters,” Cartier said. 

“If there were some awful rumor 
out there right now as to why ’'m on 
leave,” he said, “I can understand why 
people would be concerned, but 
people just really have no real expla- 
nation [for it],” Cartier said. 

“There’s no smoking gun, no im- 
propriety at issue here, it’s more a 
noctiion of a person who’s been here 
for a long time and how does he fit 
into the changes now taking place,” 
Cartier said. 

Cartier arrived at UNO in 1985. 

In 1996, he won the Distinguished 
Service Award from the Council for

Council for the Advancement and Support of 
Education (CASE), a group comprised of 
fundraisers, public relations groups and 
alumni from universities and colleges nation- 
wide. 

“T’m not being forced or pushed or steered 
or anything like that,” he said. 

Cartier said that what happens at the close 
of the 90 days “‘is an open question.” 

Castilow backed up that position. 

“We don’t know what is going to happen 
after that, and it’s inappropriate to speculate,” 
she said. 

“It is germane to note,” she stressed, “that 
Lou [Cartier] still holds the title of Director 
of Public Relations. I’m just serving as In- 
terim Director while he’s on leave.” 

Nevertheless, for the time being, Cartier 
has stripped his office of all personal effects, 
easily evident upon inspection of the public 
relations office.

Professor of the Year

UNO professor of chemistry, Dr. Dan 
Sullivan was named the 1997 Nebraska Pro- 
fessor of the Year by the Council for Advance- 
ment and Support of Education (CASE), 

This award is part of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of Teaching US. 
Professor of the Year Program. 

On winning the award, Sullivan said, “I’m 
tickled. I am very pleased, the award says a 
lot about UNO and the community. The chem- 
istry department here is great, I love working 
in it.” Sullivan added, “This award is not just 
for me, it’s for the entire University and the 
Omaha community.” 

Sullivan began teaching at the University 
of Omaha in 1962. Sullivan, 
known for his loud pops and 
flashes of light in the class- 
room was also named one of 
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the recipients of the University’s Excellence 
in Teaching Awards and an Alumni Outstand- 
ing Teaching Award in April. 

Other than teaching at UNO, Sullivan 
shares science demonstrations with school 
children throughout the state with Chemistry 
and Physics on Whetls (CAPOW). 

Recipients of the award are chosen because 
of the impact and involvement they have with 
undergraduate students. A scholarly approach 
to teaching, service to undergraduate students, 
service to the community and service to the 
profession of teaching are other criteria 
needed to win this prestigious award. 
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Stock Market 
Not a Free Ride

Crash. Rebound. No, this isn’t the end of another pathetic NBA basket- 
ball game.

The Dow Jones industrial average closed on Monday, down 554.26 

points, leaving the overall index at 7161.15. This spread fear throughout

day, by enacting halts in trading when the market drops 350 and 550 points, 
both of which went into effect on Monday. People scrambled to dump the 
stocks they had so dearly invested in, hoping to build a sizable nest egg on 
which they could retire. 

Qn Tuesday, the market bounced back, gaining nearly two-thirds of 
what it had lost on the previous day, with a positive mark of 337 points. 
Sighs of relief spread through the nation, as those same investors who saw 
their investments drop like a rock soon found themselves basking in the 
comfort of prosperity. 

Scared investors? Could “Ma” and “Pa” lose all they had put into their 
mutual fund or their 401K plan at work? Welcome to the real world. Let’s 
refer to the dictionary for a definition of the word “risk.” 

According to the Merriam Webster's Collegiate Dictionary (tenth edi- 
tion, as if the ninth had a different definition), risk means “to expose to 
hazard or danger” or “to incur the risk or danger of.”

eroups need understanding

In the time sifice some of the stu- 
dents enrolled in the Intensive Lan- 
guage at UNO (ILUNO) program 
were turned away at the polls dur- 
ing the student elections of Oct. 15- 
16, there’s been a lot of talk, but 
little understanding. Only one thing 
has become clear: The phrase “en- 
tolled students” is suddenly a con- 


tentious term among certain mem- 


bers of the UNO community. 

But it need not be. 

Let’s consider three statements 
(one from the student government 
constitution and one each from both 
sides of the ILUNO debate). 

First, the sentence in the consti- 
tution that defines membership in 
the UNO electorate: “All currently 
enrolled students of [UNO] are, by 
the fact of their registration, mem- 
bers of the Electorate. . .” 

As it turns out, “enrolled stu- 
dents” isa rather vague term in the 
case of ILUNO students. Consider 
that a student enrolled in ILUNO is 
both a “student” and “enrolled” in 
a UNO program. It is, in fact, diffi- 
cult to speak of ILUNO students in 
any but these terms. If they are not 
students, what are they? If not en- 
rolled, then what, exactly? 

But the constitution also contains 
the phrase “. . . by the fact of their 
registration.” Based on their actions 
thusfar, it’s clear that the election 
commission (and student court) 
have taken this ‘registration’ to 
mean “registered with the UNO 
Registrar's office.” And ILUNO 
students are not registered with the 
UNO Registrar’s office. 

So here lies the core issue in this 
whole matter: the interpretation of 
the phrase “enrolled student”. 

Look at the two viewpoints and 
their arguments. First, the argument 
used by those in favor of granting 
ILUNO students the vote: ILUNO 
students should be allowed to vote 
because they are students enrolled 


“in a UNO program, they pay stu- 


dent fees, and they play a vital role 
in university life. 

All very true, ILUNO students 
are both enrolled and students. They 
do pay student fees, And they play 
a very important role in university 
life. In fact, I dare say that UNO 
food service would go belly-up 
were it not for current ILUNO stu- 
dents and graduates of the ILUNO 
program who now attend UNO as 
regular students. 

But what do those who did not 
allow ILUNO students to vote have 
to say? Their argument goes some- 
thing like this: ILUNO students 
should not be allowed to vote be- 
cause they are not registered stu- 
dents, as defined by the UNO 
Registrar’s office. 

Also very true. The Registrar’s 
office does not include ILUNO stu- 
dents on their list of enrolled stu- 
dents because ILUNO students are 
in a non-credit program. The Reg- 
istrar is only responsible for stu- 
dents who are receiving college 
credit through UNO. Thus, the 
Registrar’s office does not handle 
any ILUNO students’ academic 
records. 

So we have two parties defining 
one term in two different ways. Sim- 
ply put, the difference is this: the 
ILUNO contingent (for lack of a 
better term) says students enrolled 
in any UNO program should be able 
to vote (note the addition of the 
phrase ‘any UNO program’). The 
student government contingent says 
only students enrolled in credit- 
granting programs should be able to 
vote, Who is right? In my view, both 
parties can be right. And both could 
be terribly wrong. 

The student court’s decision will 
stand for now — simply because it 
is the decision of the student court. 
But this does not eliminate the prob- 
Right now both sides in the de-

bate seem to be readying for a battle 
of attrition. The ILUNO contingent 
has taken a very aggresive position 
and says they will go to court if 
necesary. Many members of Student 
Government have likely become a 
little indignant over this whole or- 
deal and will probably sit on this 
issue and do nothing about it. (I’m 
not saying this in an attempt to cut 
anyone down.) 

I encourage both sides to resist 
the temptation to ‘fight it out’. 

Instead, key people from both 
sides need to sit down and come to 
a thorough understanding of the dif- 
ference between the two view- 
points. A wise person once said that 
no one should insist on his own 
point of view until he can explain 
the other person’s point of view to 
that person’s satisfaction. 

This kind of approach is sorely 
needed in this situation. 

It should be clear to everyone 
involved in this affair that the con- 
stitution needs revision. Just what 
that revision should be has yet to be 
decided. But one can only hope that 
there is someone in Student Gov- 
ernment who can be both fair and 
decisive in the matter. 

In closing, let’s remember that 
ILUNO students do, in fact, play an 
important part in the life of UNO. 
They have sacrificed a lot person- 
ally and financially for the oppor- 
tunity to come and study English 
here (with the hope that they will 
qualify for admission as regular stu- 
dents). Ata time when UNO is faced 
with student retention problems, it 
is important to note that more than 
70 percent of ILUNO students stay 
at UNO to finish their degrees. 
What’s more, the number of ILUNO 
students at UNO has increased 55.4 
percent since 1994 to 701 students. 

Perhaps it is time to think very 
carefully about why, exactly, we 
exclude them from our elections.
